CRITICAL PHASE 

The outcome of the battle around 
Kasserine is likely to have a pro- 
found effect on the duration of the 
Tunisian campaign.

If the Allies succeed in pushing the 
German panzers back through the

FIRE-FIGHTING LAW

The terrible occurrence in Cavan 
recalls the fact that in 1940 an Act 
of the Oireachtas was passed requir- 
ing all local sanitary authorities to 
make provision for the prompt and 
efficient extinguishing of fires in 
their areas and for the protection 
and rescue of persons and property 
from fire.

Correspondent cables :—‘* A 
big tank battle is raging to-night in 
the heart of the Donetz Basin. 
where the Germans are making 
desperate efforts to stem the Russian 
advance. Sunny weather has turned 
the battlefield into a vast morass of 
mud, which clogs tank caterpillars 
and ‘holds up lorries. The Germans 
are ,counter-attacking with heavy 
tanks’ to re-capture Kramatorskaya 
and Krasnoarmeisk. 

“In the Ukraine, where Soviet 
forces, thrusting north of Sumy, 
are now only about 20 miles from the 
main Kiev-Kursk railway, more 
towns and villages have fallen into 
Russian hands. The German defences 
have been pierced west of Kharkov, 
where the Russians have captured an 
inhabited locality, on the way to 
Poltava. Fighting between Orel and 
Kursk is mostly confined to fierce 
— battles for the possession of 

eu, a number of which 
have fallen to the Russians in the 
last 24 hours, but in general the 
unusually sudden arrival of spring 
thaw on the southern front has 
slowed up operations and tem- 
pe strengthened the Germans 

some sectors.“ 

“Fighting west nf Rosiov is 
getting fiercer every hour as the 

fmans throw in more reserves, 
and a big battle is raging along the 
German Tine in the Taganrog area, 
where Soviet troops have stormed 
two lines of trenches and three 
important heights. The Germans 
ate counter-attacking continually, 
@upported by strong Luftwaffe and 
tank forces.” 


GERMAN CLAIM 


LONDON, Thursday.—The Ger- 
man News Agency said to-night that 
both Kramatorskaya (which Reuter 
‘to-day says the Germans are fighting 
for) and Krasnoarmeisk have for 
some time been back in German 
hands. The agency stated: “In 
front of the German positions, 
erected for the defence of the 
‘Donetz Basin, the Soviet armies 
have come to a standstill. After 
the failure of their plan, the 
Russians tried an enveloping move- 
ment from the area of the Middle 
Donetz and south of Kharkov. At 
this juncture strong German army 
and S.S. formations, supported by 
the Luftwaffe, launched a counter- 
attack, which is still in progress. 
“In the area of the Middle Donetz 
and south of it Kramatorskaya and 
Krasnoarmeisk, which had been 
temporarily and partially captured by 
Soviet shock troops, have been for 
2 uite a time firmly in German hands. 
oth in this area and behind the
